The lact was kept 
quiet lest it might interfere with the 
success of the excursion, and the officers 
of the company were not notified of the 
slate of rlhe case until -the train was 
about ready to start on Thursday. 
No 


dilllculty was experienced, however, un- 
til the train arrived at Atlanta last night, 
about 11J o'clock, wheic it was met by 
Charles 11. Urown, agent ol the compa- 
ny at this city, who notified the com- 
mittee that he was authorised to demand 
of them the contract price for the train. 
Several telegrams passed between the 
committee and Supt. Hitchcock, imme- 
diately upon the making of the demand 
by Mr. Brown. The committee insisted 
Hint they could not pay the amount 
without disregarding the garnishce sum- 
mons, and thereby rendering themselves 
liable,-while tho superintendent was 
firm in his dccisiou to hold the Irain un- 
less the money was paid. 
The commit- 


tee were given the choice to pay the 
amount in full, or pay lull fare for the 
whole party from Atlanta to Decatur, 
and in case of their failure to accept one 
or the other yiorn of this dilemma the 
train would be sidetracked. Not being 
willing to squander so much money 
without any prospect of getting it back 
the committee refused to comply with 
either proposition of the superinten- 
dent, and the order was given to run the 
train on the sidetrack. 
Things had now 


come to a pretty pass. Four orfivo hun- 
dred people were on the train, forty 
miles from home, tired, cold, (for it bad 
been raining nearly all day) hungry1 and 
sleepy, and they .had begun to find out 
that something was wrong. 


There was danger of unpleasant conse- 


quences, and the attorney who had 
charge of the garnishec suits, E. $. Mc- 
Donald, being on board the train he was 
hunted up and' persuaded 'to dismiss 
them so as to allow the party to get home 
without further delay. When lie had 
agreed lo do tliis a check was given by 
tkc co.mmittec to the railroad company, 
the order to sidetrack was countermand- 
ed from the superintendent's office at 
Tcrie Haute, arid tlic train came on to 
Deeatur, having been delayed at Allan la 
aboul a hour.

At Nashville, Tenn., on the 17lh, thermometer fell to 25.5, forming ice 1-8 ol 


an inch thick, seriqusly injuring vegetation anil killing many fruit trees. There 
was frost at-Leavcnworth, Kansas, on the 10th, and anew at Lynchburg, Va., on 
the 17th, and froe/.ing weather neaily all day on the 18th, causing great loss of nil 
kinds of early fruit and early wheat. Frost occurred at Wythevillc, Va., on the 
33d, 23d and 24th; at Charleston, S. C., on the 19th (hoavy); at Aiken, S. C., on 
the 17Hv-and 18th; at Mobile, orl the 3d; heavy frost at Savannah, Ga., on the 18Ui 
and 19th, with ice nearly half an inch thick on tranquil pools in the country.—
